Two families of Tripolitan Arabs, numbering 
eleven in all, of whom all but two are women and 
children, have applied to this Consulate for their 
repatriation to Tripoli, since, they say, that 
country is now under British military occupation. 
In support of their request, it was stated that 
in one case - which we know to be correct - a 
brother and in the other case the two sons were 
serving with the British forces in Tripoli. This, 
they added, was the reason why the families were 
expelled from Tripoli by the Italian authorities 
at the time. They state they are unable to earn 
a livelihood in Moroceo, but on the other hand 
there appears nothing in our records here enabling 
us to intervene in a matter which on the face of 
it would seem capable of solution by the Protec- 
torate authorities.

Nevertheless, I do not wish to turn away 
families who have been cast out from their homes 
because their men are helping us, and I should be 
glad to know whether, in your opinion, there is 
anything we can usefully do to help these people.

2. After consulting the competent British authorities 
Mr. Macmillan is glad to be able to inform the Commis- 
sariat for Foreign Affairs thet ‘there is no objection 
to the return of French subjects and protected persons 
previously domiviled in Tripolitenia, provided that the 
frontier control measures concerted by the British 
military authorities with the French euthorities are- 
respected. Mr. Macmillan suggests that the repatriation 
of these persons should if possible be arranged between 
the French authorities in Tunisia and the British 
military authorities in Tripolitania. 


3. As regards French subjects and protected persons 
normally domiciled in Cyrenaica the British military 
authorities in Cyrenaica will be asked to recommend on 
each case. Mr. Meemilien would therefore be glad to be 
provided with\the names of French subjects for repatria- 
tion to Gyrenaica, together with particulars of their 
addresses and occupations. It will not be possible to 
arrenge for their repatriation overland through Tripoli- 
tania owing to lack of civil transport and they must 
therefore return by sea es opportunity offers.
